day at Cosensea, a town of more than 20,000 inhabitants, in 
Calabria, only 12 miles from the Mediterranean Sea. 
The 


shock was also perceptible at Spezzano, Castiglione and Aprig- 
liano, according to dispatches received from Basignano. 


Heavy damage occurred in the province of Consenza, but 


reports received up to noon gave no definite details of any loss 
of life, although rumors state that a number of persons had 
perished.

The uninjured people in the earthquake zone are gradually 


regaining their composure and are lending, their aid to the sol- 
diers and volunteer workers in an effort to ameliorate the ter- 
rible conditions that prevail in the ruined towns. Food and 
clothing are arriving in the stricken districts and the starving 
inhabitants are being fed, while huts are being rapidly built 
for the temporary housing , of the homeless.

While not unmindful of '(he fact that some of the railroads 


have been guilty of abuses that ought to be checked, and 
inaiiy' of which have been brought.to an end, this paper is 
convinced, as it has made -plain on numerous occasions, that 
so-called "regulation" has'in man)' instances been carried to 
an extreme that amounted to oppression. 
No fair-minded 


man desires action of this sort and-there is consequently a 
gen'eral feeling of satisfaction in the knowledge that public 
sentiment has undergone a change which means from this 
lime on fair';and reasonable treatment of the railroad systems 
of the country. 


TJie change in the attitude of the public .toward-the railroads 


is well illustrated by an address delivered, in New York a few 
evenings ago by Secretary Redfield of the department of com- 
merce. "Too long in my judgment," he said, "have the rail- 
roads, our largest employers and our largest buyers, been 
cramped within too narrow limits of income. I earnestly hope 
that for thenrthe dawn of a better day has come, one of more 
general public appreciation of their valuable services to the 
nation, and of the remarkable efficiency with which, upon the 
whole, they perform that service." 
Mr. Redfield went on to 


point out the wide distribution of railroad stocks, showing th.at 
they, are (he property of the people to a much greater extent 
lliairis commonly supposed; and s'poke of one road that has 
100,'Otffr shareholders, the average holding being small. 
, 'TFje'/Fact that the railroads do perform their services effi- 
ciently, on the whole, and that their interests are not separate 
from those of the general public; but are completely bound up 
with them, has been lost sight of by many in their frenzied 
efforts to "bring the companies to time," and it is well that ihe 
possibility of overdoing a good thing has at last dawned upon 
the'public mind. This paper does not take the position that 
there have never been wrongs.in railroad-management, and 
that there are none today, but it does contend that regulation [New 


(,shgilld be just to all concerned, find that the railroads have as illca 
' much right to proper protection as (he.public has. Fortunate- 


ly, this view is,becoming more general than it has been in the 
last few years and the result: is';bqund to be better conditions 
for the railroads of (he country .'and rthe business of the country,
